The figures of the Budget and Revised Estimates should 
"be those sanctioned by the Government of India in the 
Finance Department. 

An explanation should he given of differences between 
B and D, detailing the came in each case. If the Revised 
Estimate differs in any marked degree from the final actuals, 
an explanation should be recorded of the circumstances under 
which it did not more exactly correspond with the actuals. 

A note should he made explaining any noteworthy 
difference between the actuals of the year of estimate and 
those of the preceding year. 

Every excess of actual expenditure over Budget figures 
should be carefully explained, and, if it is more than a petty 
amount, it should be shown how and why the Budget check 
failed and when the matter was reported to Government. 

The most important explanations required are those which 
relate to the differences between B and D, i.e., between the 
original Budget and the actuals of the year in question, and 
they should be fully stated. 

As regards differences between A and D, i.e., between the 
actuals of the two years, attention need be drawn only to 
the leading features of the differences, without very detailed 
remarks. 



CHAPTER IV. 
CASH ACCOUNTS. 


Part I.-— GENERAL RULES. 

147. Every officer who is authorised to receive and dis* 
burse Government money will keep his accounts in a bound 
Cash Book (Dorm No. 24), in which he will enter all money 
transactions as they occur. Sufficient details will be given 
in the column ** Particulars,” to admit of the main points of 
each transaction being readily ascertained without reference 
to the detailed vouchers. The Cash Book will be closed 
monthly. 

148. All accounts must be kept in the most regular and jccountMo i* 
open manner. All receipts, disbursements, and charges of 
whatever sort connected with the public service must be »*£•»«£ 
clearly shown in the Cash Book ; and no irregular or separate SnStwr. 
accounts permitted. 

149. (i) Duplicates or copies of receipts or vouchers are Lo„t or mmio? 
in no case to be issued by any Government officer on the alle- tomSmT 
gation that the originals are lost or missing. If any neces- 
sity arises for such a document, a certificate may be given 

that, on a specified day, a certain sum on a certain account 
was received from or paid to a certain person.

(ii) The Conservator will then prepare a short Report for 
the Circle, exhibiting, in a concise manner, the progress of 
the work during the year in question, and submit it, not 
later than the 1st October, to the Local Government, who 
will, with the usual Resolution thereon, forward it to the 
Government of India, in the Department of Revenue and 
Agriculture, so as to be received punctually by the 1st 
January. A copy of the Conservator’s Report will be 
forwarded, as soon as possible, to the Inspector General of 
Forests for information, as well as to the Director General of 
Statistics, Calcutta, the Superintendent of Porest Surveys, 
and the Honorary Editor of the Indian Forester, Debra Dun.

1. Appointment! — The Secretarv o£ State for India in Council mil, 
in the summer of 1905, make not less than nine appointment! of Pro-

Leave 

1 The following is a summary of tbe principal regulations relating 
to the leave admissible to officers appointed to the Indian Forest Service 
by tbe Secretary of State from tbe United Kingdom 

Long Leate 

2 Fnrlongb is admissible to an aggregate amount of six years 
during the service The amount “earned " is one fourth of an officer's 
active service and the amount “ due " is that amount less aoy enjoyed

hen on his appointment, and receives the salary which he would have 
received if on duty An interval of not less than six months must

for assisting in the eondact of examinations and advising on matters 
connected with the administration of the Forest School at Debra, in the 
North-lVestern Provinces. 

2 His Excellency the Governor General in Council considers that 
the objects which the Conference bad in view will be sufficiently met by 
the appointment of all Conservators as ex ojjicto members of the Board : 
provided that, as a rule and except for special reasons approved by the 
Government of India, not more than three Conservators (selected as far 
as possible in rotation), and in no case more thau one Conservator from 
each province, should be deputed to attend any one ro eetliig of the 
Board , and, further, that, except t or urgent reasons, not more than one 
meeting should be called during the year, and that this should take 
place in March, wheu the annual examinations are held. The attendance 
of each Conservator Would, under the^e provisions, be usually required 
once in every five years. 

d. Bis Excellency in Council now desires that Local Governments 
and Administrations wilt issue such instructions as may be neces'ary for 
the appointment of Conservators as ex-officio members of tbe Board of 
Control, and will permit arrangements to be made, m direct communica- 
tion with the Inspector-General of Forests, for the deputation of the 
requisite number of officers, whose services can be spared, to the annual 
meeting at Dehra.

The attention of the Government of India has been drawn to the 
tendency that exists to over-estimate the expenditure, and in some eases 
to under-estimate the receipts, m the budget estimates of the Forest 
Department, as shown in the appended tables This tendency, though 
genera], is much more marked in some Provinces than m others , and 
appears, though m a less degree, m the revised estimates also It seems 
to be partly due to a disposition on the part of Conservators and Local 
Governments to accept the figures of the Divisional Officers, without due 
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consideration o£ the actuals o£ previous years for the Circle or Province 
aa a whole. 

The Government of India are fully aware that the conditions of 
working the forests are dependent on circumstances, each as varying 
demands and variable seasons, which are beyond control, but they 
consider that a careful review of the actuals over a number of years might 
lead to a closer approximation, especially in estimating expenditure, than 
is at present attained. 

3 They are, however, disposed to think that the discrepancy under 
consideration is often due to a not unnatural desire on the part of the 
Forest Officer to provide for all the expenditure that may be required 
should the year be favourable, and at the same tune not to commit him- 
self to a higher estimate of receipts than will probably be realised should 
the year be unfavourable This is clearly wrong from a financial point of 
view, as the estimates of both revenue and expenditure should he based 
upon one common hypothesis It 13 desirable to correct this tendency , 
and it appears, moreover, to the Government of India that in a quasi- 
commercial organisation such as the Forest Department, greater facilities 
for the prompt provision o£ funds to meet charges directly productive of 
revenue would probably develop the ntilization of timber and produce, 
and go maten ally increase the Forest receipts 

4 'I he Governor General in Council is- therefore pleased to empower 
Local Governments and Administrations to sanction grants for expendi- 
ture in the Forest Department, in addition to the bndgeat provision, 
whenever it is anticipated that such grants are necessary to earn, and will 
probably earn, additional revenue of a moro than equivalent amount

Rent of buildings.

Use of Government buildings by Volunteers- 

1079. The following principles should be observed m dealing with \ 38

I— If buildings are likely to be required again by the State 
they should he retained in Military Works or Provincial 
Public "Works charge, and be repaired at the cost of 
Government, the volunteers being charged rent for the 
accommodation Any alterations or additions required* 
by the volunteers should be carried out at the expense 
of the State, ind considered m firing the reafc. 

II —When the buildings are no longer required by the Govern- 

ment of India, or the Local Government, and when 
there is no probability of letting them to advantage, 
they may, with the approval of the Government of 
India or Local Government concerned, be handed over 
altogether to the volunteers free of charge.

Circular No 8 F , dated Simla, the 21st Way 1895 
From — Dkkzil Ibbbtson, Esq , C S , Offg Secretary to the Government 
of lndu, D7.F4BTMK.NT O g REVENUE AND AqBICPLTUBB, 
lo— Local Governments avid Administrations 
There have lecently been referred, for the orders of the Government 
of India, several proposals to grant timber from State foieatp, either 
fieo or at favourable rates, fui the construction of woiks of public 
utility. In drapoBing of euch proposals, each case must necessarily he 
dealt with on its meuts But the Government of India think that 
it will be convenient to indicate the general puneiples in accordance 
with which these meuts will he weighed, and with reference to which 
such pioposals should be fiamed I am directed, therefore, to communi- 
cate, for infoimatiou and guidance, the following observations and 
oi ders 

2. When a grant of the nature under discussion is proposed as one of 
the terms of a concession, the first question that arises is whethei the 
pioposals of which the giant forms a poition aie or are not unnecessary 
liberal In oidei to assist the Government of India in deciding this 
question, the appioximate money value of the piopovei giant should 
invariably he stated, lhe Government of India are inclined to think 
that such giants have, in gome instances, been proposed without sufficient 
consideration. Laige limbei lequires a long period for its production, 
its cost to Government and its selling value aie cousideiable , and it 
should not be teadily suneudered on any large scale 

When the above question has been decided, there remains the furthei 
question whethei it is advisable that a poition of the concession should 
take the form of i gift by the lorest Department of what is worth 
money to them. And this question arises in tboae cases also in which 
the woiL is to be constiucted by Government. 

4 In the Resolution of the Government of India in the Department 
of hinanca and Commerce, No. 4145, * dated 28th July 1888, it is laid 
down that the Forest Depaitmeut is to be considered as one of the quasi - 
oomiaereial Departments which are to he remunerated for sei vices 
rendered and fot produce supplied , and, m pursuance of this principle.

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it has been held that it is ordinarily debarred from making free grants 
■even to other Departments of Government When, therefore, the Forest 
Department will not benefit by the work tbat is to be constructed, no 
grant is ordinarily admissible 

5 But when, as is often the case, the work in question will be of 
real assistance m the development of forest revenue, by affording a new 
■or unproved exit for produce or means of placing it on the market, there 
appears to be nothing m the quasi commercial basis of the Department 
which need prevent its contributing to the construction of the work 
(such contribution being duly taken into account in settling the terms) 
un snch manner as may be most convenient to both parties 

6. When once the terms of a concession have been sanctioned by 
Government and accepted by the conce'giona re, no grant can be sanc- 
tioned without a full equivalent, as that would be a modification of the 
terms of the contract against the interests of Government 

7 In cases, however, where a special grant of timber free or at 
favourable rates is not adminicle under the principles thns laid down, 
it does not always follow that Government should take advantage of 
the necessities of the ca«e to exact for their timber growing on the spot 
■the highest rate which it would co't the constructors of the work to bnng 
wood from the nearest private source of supply. In the case of railways, 
“tramways, and the like, which, even though they may be of no immediate 
use to the Forest Department, develop the country and 1 enefit the public 
a reasonable liberality may fairly be exercised In 6iich ea«es the timber 
standing on the land which is made over to the constructors may 
always be sold to them at favourable rates, or, if its value is insignifi- 
cant, be given to them iltogether And such additional timber asmay be 
required for purposes of construction should be sold to them at rates which 
.represent a fair and reasonable mean between the Yalne of the timber 
as it stood before the commencement of the work increased the local 
demand for it and the high price which they might be prepared to pay, 
rather than be compelled to bring their supply from a considerable distance 

8 *lhe existing rules which regnlate the free grant of forest produce 
will be foun l in section'*' 107 of the Forest Code The Government 
of India have, however, decided to extend the discretion therein allowed 
to Local Governments, and the section will be recast in the form 
appended to this letter The grants dealt with in this section are special 
grants for specific purposes Those general forest concessions in favour 
-of villagers, agriculturists, and the like, which 1 ave recently formed the 
subject of a Resolutionf in this Department, are beyond the scope of 
the present communication

must be reported at once to tbe Government of India. The Local 
Government may delegate to the Conservator the powei of sanction

I am directed to lDVite attention to para 7 of Cucular No. 8 F., 
dated 2lst May 1895, which deals with the supply of timber and other 
produce from State forests for works of public utility. 


Article 109, 6th Edition 
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2 The Government of India recognize that ranch has been doue 
in recent yea-s by the Forest Department to develop a market for its 
produce, and to endeavour to meet the demand created by the extension 
o£ railways and by works of private enterprise But ca«es have occurred 
in which railways have been unable to utilize timber which was 
available in the Government forests throngb or near which they passed, 
and in one particular instance it has been ascertained that the sleepers 
were actually imported from a distant part of India and from Aastrahs, 
though suitable timber existed 10 Government forests immediately 
adjacent to the railway In view of these facts, it seems desirable 
to invite attention to the principles which should guide the Forest 
Department in snch 4 matters, in order to prevent the recurrence of 
similar cases 

3 The orders of 1896 refer to constroction only, and relate only 
to the forests adjoining railways in coarse of construction Their 
guiding principle is that, m the ca«e of timber required for works 
which will develop the country and benefit the public, the price charged 
ty the Forest Department should be a reasonable mean between the 
local value of the timber as it stood before the commencement of the 
work increased the local demand, and the price which the railway would 
have to pav to obtain it elsewhere The future value of the limber is to 
be expre**«ly excloded from consideration Interpreted with the rea 
sonable liberality wbicb was enjoined, the principle enunciated is a fair 
one But the ca«es indicated in the preceding paragraph shew that 
its meaning has been imperfectly apprehended, ODe of the results being 
a loss of busmens to the Forest Department 

4 But apart from the special case of coast ruction, and m tbe case 
of ordinary sales where it is permissible for Forest officers to take tbe 
fntnre value of the timber into consideration, it seems desirable to point 
out that its value is to be estimated, not at what it has cost to produce 
but by the pnce it will command either at tne time or in the immediate 
future, srnce whatever an article may have cost, it is worth no more 
than it will fetch i» the market And it has furiher to be remem- 
bered that timber is perishable, so that sale at a low price is preferable 
to lethog tbe wood perish in hopes of a future higher pnce , and that 
timber reproaucible, so that nothing but the certainty of good prices 
m the immediate future Would justify the holding over of nnsold timber 
m preference to the acceptance of lower rates 

o It may not always be possible for the Forest Department to 
compete in the open inarket with private sellers such, for instance, 
as the owners of private zammdan forests, who have no regard to the 
future of their forests and who look only to immediate profits* In such 
cases competition is often impossible as long as the private supply of 
timber holds ont Bat such cases are exceptional , and the general 
principle to be borne in mind is that it 19 as ranch tbe dnty of the 
Forest officer to dispose of his produce as it is to produca it. It does 
not follow, because a certain pnce has been obtained for part of the 
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atocfc, that the disposal of the remainder at a lower price is necessarily 
undesirable. If the entire supply winch is available can be sold at 
the higher price within a reasonably short interval, it is of course right\ 
to defer sale ; but unless this is the case, sale at a lower price is desirable 
in order to secure the disposal of the stock, provided only that the price 
is remunerative. And in determining that question the cost of the 
normal forest establishment, winch must in any ea«e he maintained, 
should not be token into account. If the cost or the establishment 
actually utilized for the extraction of the produce is covered, any further 
receipts for timber or other produce which would otherwise be unsale- 
able are to be counted as profits 

6. In conclusion it may be pointed out, in connection with the 
supply o£ timber to Badway Companies, tbit it is unnecessary and 
probably undesirable for the Forest Department to undertike depart- 
mental operations when sleepers arp obtainable from contractors who fell 
and convert them m the forest. But in such cases much may be done 
by the Forest Department to assist other Government Departments by 
bringing these men into toach with the railway and other purchasers of 
produce with the view of supplying their demands It should not be 
forgotten that the / act that a Department i« managed on commercial 
lines does not relieve its officers from the duty of assisting other Govern- 
ment Departments, and other undertakings for the development of the 
country which are being conducted under the sanction of Government, in 
every way that is consistent with their duty to fhpir own Department.

Resolution — In Chapter VIII of bis report on the improvement 
of Indian Agriculture, Dr Volcber dwells at length upon the impor- 
tance of so directing, the policy of the Forest Department that it shall 
serve agricultural interests mote directly than at present , and in his 
Review of Forest Administration fox 1891-^S the Inspector General 
of Forests discusses m some detail the principles whiob should underlie 
the management of State forests in British India hile agreeing, 
generally, with the principles thus enunciated by tbe Inspector-General 
of Forests, the Government of India think that it will be convenient to 
state here the general policy which thy desire should be followed in 
this matter, more especially as they ire of opinion that an imperfect 
apprehension of that policy has, in some recent instances been mani- 
fested 

2 Th a sole object with which State forests are administered is the 
public benefit In some cases the pabltc to be benefited are the whole 
body of tax payers, in others, the people of the tract within which the 
forest is situated , but in almost all cases tbe constitution and pre«erva 
tion of a forest involve, in greater or less degree, tbe regulation of 
rights and the restriction of privilege* of user in the forest area which 
may have previously been enjoyed by the inhabitants of itB immediate 
neighbourhood This regulation and restriction are justified onlv wl en 
tbs advantage to be gained bv the public is great , and the rardinal 
principle to be observed is that the rights and privileges of individuals 
must be limited, otherwise than for their own benefit, only m such 
degree as is absolutely necessary to secure that advantage 

S Tbe forests of India, being State property, may be broadly clas ed 
under tha following headings — 

(a) Forests the pre c ervation of which is essential on climatic or 
physical grounds

It is not intended tbat any attempt should be made to class existing 
State forests under one or other of these four heads Some forests may 
occupy intermediate positions, and parts of one and the same forest may 
fall tinder different heads The classification is useful only' as affording 
a basis for the indication of the broad policy which should govern the 
treatment of each class, reaj ectively , and in applying the general policy, 
the fullest consideration must be given to local circumstances 

4 lie first class of forests are generally situated on bill slopes, 
where the preservation of 6ucb vegetation sb exists, or the encourage 
merit of further growth, is essential to the protection from the devastat- 
ing action of hill torrents of the cultivated plains that lie below them 
Here the interests to be protected are important beyond all comparison 
with the interests which it may be necessary to restrict , and, so bug 
as there is a reasonable hope o! the restriction being effectual, the les s er 
interests must not he allowed to stand in the way . 

5 The second class of State forests include the great tr ictfl from 
which our supply of the more valuable timbers — teak, *&), deodar and 
the like— is obtained They are for the most part (though not always) 
essentially forest tracts, and encumberd by very limited i ights of user , 
and when tins is tl e case, they should he managed mainly on commer- 
cial lme3 as valuable properties of, and sources of le venue to, the State 
Even in these ca«es however, customs of usei will for the most part have 
sprung up on the margins of the forest, this user is often essential to 
the prospenty of the people tvho have enjoyed it , and the fact that its 
extent is limited in comparison with the area under forest renders it the 
more easy to continue it in full The needs of communities dwelling on 
the margins of forest tracts consist mainly in small tin her foi building, 
wood foi fuel, leaves for manure ai d for fodder, tl orns for fencing, 
grass and grazing for their tattle and edible forest products for their 
own consumption Every reasonable facility should he afforded to the 
people concerned for the full and easy satisf iction of these needs, if not 
tree (as may be possible where -v system of regular cuttings baa been 
established;, t'nen at 'low anh ntft a"t competitive raie* Tc s’notfjci *oe 
distinctly understood that considerations oE forest income aie to lo 
subordinated to tbat satisfaction 

1 here is reason to believe that the area which is suitable to the 
growth of valuable timber has been over estimated, and luat gome of 
the tracts -which have been reserved lot this purpose might have been 
managed with greater profit both to the public and to the State, if the 
efforts of the Forest Department bad been directed to supplying the 
large demand of the agricultural and general population for small tim- 
ber, rather than the limited demand of merchants for large timber 
Even in tracts of chick the conditions are suited to the growth of large 
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timber it should be carefully considered in each ca>=e wlietner it would 
not be better, both in the interests of the people and of the revenue, to 
wort, them with the object of supplying the requirements of the general, 
and in i articular of the agricultural, population* 

6 It should also be remembered that, subject to certain conditions 
to be referred to pie c ently, the claims of cultivation are stronger than 
the claims of forest preservation The pressure of the population 
upon the soil is one of the greatest difficulties that India has to face, and 
that application of the soil must generally be preferred which will sup 
port the largest numbers in proportion to the area Accordingly, 
wherever an effective demand for culturable land exists and can only be 
supplied from forest areas, the land should ordinarily be relinquished 
without hesitation , and if this principle applies to the valuable class 
of forests under consideration, it applies a fortiori to the less valuable 
classes which are presently to be discussed When cultivation has been 
established, it will generally be advisable to disforest the newly-settled 
area But it should be distinctly understood that there is nothing in the 
Forest Act, or in anj rales or orders now in force, which limits the dis- 
cretion of Local Governments, without previous reference to the Govern- 
ment of India (though, of course, always subject to the control of that 
Government) in diverting forest land to agricultural purposes even 
though that laud may have been declared leseiveil forest under the Act 
7 Mention has been made of certain conditions to which the appli- 
cation of the principle laid down in the preceding paragiaph should be 
subject They have for their object the utilization of the forest area to 
the greatest good of the community In tl e first place, the honey- 
combing of a valuable forest by patches of cultivation should not be 
allowed, as the ouly object it can serve is to substitute somewhat better 
land n patches for sufficiently good land iu large blocks, while it renders 
the proper preservation of the remaining forest area almost impossible. 
The evil here is greater than the good In the second place the culti- 
vation must be permanent W here the physical conditions are such that 
the removal of the protection afforded by forest growth mast result, 
after a longer or shorter period, in the sterilization or destruction of the 
soil, the case falls under the principle discussed in paragraph 4 of this 
Resolution So, again, a system of shifting cultivation, which denudes 
a large area of forest growth in order to place a small area under crops, 
costs more to the community than it is worth, and can only be permit- 
ted, under due regulation, where forest tribes depend on it for their sus- 
tenance In the third place, the cultivation m question must not be 
merely nominal, and an excuse for the cieation of pastoral or semi- 
pastoral villages, which do more harm to the forest than the good they 
reap from it. And, in the fourth place, cultivation must not be allowed 
so to extend a3 to encroach upon the minimum area of forest which is 
needed in order to supply the general forest needs of the country, or the 
reasonable forest requirements, present and prospective, of the neighbour- 
hood in which it is situated. Ia many tracts cultivation is practically 
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impos'ible without the assistance of forests, and it must not he allowed to 
destroy thnt upon which its existence depends 

8 It has been stated above that the forests under consideration are 
generally but not always, free from customs of user When, as some- 
times happens the) are so intermingled with permanent villages and 
cultivation that customary rights and privileges militate against their 
management as revenue-paying properties, the principles laid down at 
the en 1 of parngraj It 5 of this Resolution should he observed, and con- 
siderations of income should be made secondary to the full satisfaction 
of local needs. Such restrictions as may be necessary for the preserv- 
ation of the forest, or for the better enjoyment of its benefits sboul 1 
be imposed , but nc restriction should he placed upon reasonable local 
demands, merely in order to increaso the State revenues 

9 The third class of forests include those tracts which though true 
forests produce only the inferior sorts of timbei or the smaller growths 
of the better «orts In some cases the supply of fuel for manufactures 
railways, and like purposes, is of ruch importance t! at (b«6e forests fall 
more j roperly under tl e second cla«<», and most be mainly managed as 
commercial undertakings But the forest* now to be considered are tho«e 
which are u*ef il chiefly as supplying fuel an 1 fodder or grazing for 
local consumption and tbe«e must be managed mainly m the interests 
of the population of the tract which supplies its fore«t requirements from 
this source The first object to be aimed at is to preserve the wood and 
grass from destruction , for u«er must not be exercised so as to annibi 
late its subject, and the people must be protected against their own 
improvidence The second object ehonld be to supply the produce of the 
forests to tl e greatest advantage and convenience of the people To

10 It mU't not he supposed fiom the preceding remarks thnt it is 
the intention of the Government of India to forego all revenue from the 
large areas tl at are valuable chiefly for tl e fuel and fodder which they 
yield Cases must be distmguisl ed "Where the areas in question 
afford the only grazu g and the only supplv of fuel to villages wl ich he 
around or within them, tl e necessities ot the inhabitants of these villages 
must be treated as paramount 3nd they should bo satisfied at the most 
•nwiwtfit tV.-bs of i/h -w/Jii mVAfJft -iriwAj Tjfiwnl, 'nttefiawait Vb qruKsWrt 
But where the villages of the tract hive already ample pasture grounds 
attached to their cultivation and owned and managed by themselves, and 
where the Crown lands merely supplement tl ere pastures, &i d afford 
giszn g to a nomad pastrol population, or to the herds that shift from 
one portion of the country to anctber.with the changes of the season 
Government may justly expect to reap a fair income from its property 
Even in such cases, however, the coi vemence and advantage of the 
graziers should be studiously considered, and the inhabitants of the 
locality, or those who habitually graze over it, should have a preferential 
claim at rates materially lower than might be obtained in the open 
market It will often be advantageous to fix the grazing demand upon 
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a ullage or a nomad community for a year or a term of y ears The 
systeni*like every other, has difficulties that are i eculiar to it , but it 
reduces the interference nf petty officials to the lowest noint, aud 
minimizes their opportunities for extortion aud oppression "Where graz- 
ing fees are levied per capita , free passes are often given to a ceitain 
number of cattle In such cases the cattle vmich are to graze free 
should include, not only the oxen which are act ia'ly employed on the 
plough, but also a reasonable uuraber of milch cattle and c live® A cow 
or a buffalo is as much a nece«sity to a cultivator using the word 
necessity iu a reasonably wide seuse, as is a plough bullock , and in 
many parts the oxen are bred in the village 

11 In the portions of hi* report which are leferied t* in the pream- 
ble to this Resolution Dr Y bicker strongly recommends the formation 
of fuel aud fodder preserves, and the Government oE Iudiahave repeated- 
ly urged the same policy upon Local Governments The question 
whether any particular area can be made to support a greater number 
of cattle by preserving the grass aud cutting it for foddei, or by per 
nutting grazing upon it, is one that must be decided by the local cir- 
cumstances of each case But wi e» it has been decided, the issues are 
by no means exhausted It has been stated in para 9 above that 
one main object towards which the management of these minor forests 
should be directed is, the supply of fuel and fodder " to the greatest

<luce, oi ly to sell it to the highest bidder for consumption ui large towns 
at a distance from the preserve, is not alwais in accordance with the 
policy which the Government of India have inculcated Here again 
circumstances must decide It may ce that the local supply of fuel or 
fodder, independently of the reserved area, is sufficient in ordinary yeais 
for the needs of the neighbourhood In such a case the j reduce may 
legitimately be disposed of m such years to the greatest advantage, 
reserving it for local consumption only when the external supply runs 
short Finally, the remarks regarding agency in para 12, and the 
more general considerations that are discussed below in para 13 of 
this Resolution, apply in fall force to areas thus reserved for the supply 
of fuel and fodder 
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12 The fourth class of forests referred to ore pastures and grazin' 
grounds proper, which are usually forests only in name It is often 
convenient, indeed, to declare them forests under the Act, in order to 
obtain a statutory settlement of the rights which the State on the oue 
hand, and private individuals or communities on the other, po'sess over 
them But it by no means follows as n matter of course that the«e 
lands should he subjected to any strict system of conservation, or that 
they should be placed under the management of the Forest Department 
The question of agency 19 purely one of economy and expediencj , and 
the Government of Indi i believe that m some cases where these lands 
are managed by the Forest Department, the expendituie on establish- 
ment exceeds the revenue that is, or at any rate the revenue that ought 
to be, realized from them 

The following remarks apply, not only to forest lands under the Act, 
whether ndn mistered by the Forest Department or not, hut also to all 
Crown waste, even though not declared to he forest Here the interests 
of the local community reach their maximum, while those of the geneial 
public are of the slightest nature It follows that the principles which 
have been already laid down for the management of miuor forests apply, 
if possible, with even greater force to the management of grazing aieas, 
pure and simple 

13 The difficulties which arise in connection with these areas are apt 
to present themselves in their most aggravated form where the tenure of 
land is ryotwan In zemiudan tracts the Crown lands generally assume 
the second of the two forms indicated, in para 10 of tins Resolution 
But where the settlement is ryotwan, every survey number or field that 
is unoccupied or uuassigued is m the possession and at the disposal of 
Government, and trespaes upon it is pruni facie forbidden In some 
cultivated tracts these unoccupied and waste lands are the only source 
available from which the grazing requirements of the resident population 
can be met The Government of India are clearly of opinion that 
the intermixture of plots of Government land which are used for 
grazing only, hut upon which tiespats is forbidden, with the cultiva- 
tion of occupancy or proprietary holders, is apt to lead to extreme abuses 
and especially so when these plots are under the management of the 
Forest Department The inferior subordinates of the Forest Depail- 
ment axe perhaps as reliable as can be expected on the pay which we can 
afford to give, but their morality is no higher than that of the un- 
educated classes from which they aTe diawn, while the enormous aieas 
over which they are scattered and the small number of the controlling 
staff render effective supervision roost difficult It is not Tight, in older 
to protect the grass or the grazing dues on plots of waste ecatteied over 
the face of a cultivated district, to put it into the power of an underling 
to pound or threateu to pound cattle on the plea that they have over- 
-tepped the boundary between then owner’s Geld and the next Still 
leg right is it to permit tbe exercise of the power of compounding 
offers allowed by section 67 of the Forest Act to depend upon the 
mere rtPO rt °f a subordinate servant, or to expose him to the temptations 
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which such a power holds out Where the interests involved are 
sufficiently important, it may perhaps he neces'aiy to accept the danger 
o£ extortion while minimizing as far as possible the opportunities for it 
But in the case under consideration tbs interests involved are trifling, 
while the opportunities are unlimited 

14: It is to he distinctly understood that the Government of India do 
not desire that grazing should be looked npon primarily as a source of 
income But it by no means follows that all revenues from scattered 
Government lands should be relinquished It is, indeed, n advisable 
that this should be done, as to do so would give the raiyats an interest 
in opposing allotment and making things unpleasant for new occupants 
But the objections *o direct management which have just been pointed 
out are reduced to a minimum or altogether avoided, when the manage 
ment is Dlaced in the hands of the resident cultivators or of represent 
atives from among them It will generally be possible to lea«e or 
otherwise manage the unoccupied lands of a village through the agency 
of the community not, indeed, at the highest price which they are ready 
to pay to escape such evils as have just been alluded to , bat at a 
moderate estimate of their value to tuem fixed in view of the fact that 
herds and flocks which cannot exist without grazing, are often a neces 
eary condition of the successful conduct of that cultivation upon which 
the Government land revenue is paid In no case should fields that have 
bee a relinquished be let to outsiders at a reduced assessment for grazing 
purposes for then we might have sp culators taking up such field*, 
mainly “in order to male what they can out of trespassing cattle 

15 One more point of principle remains to be noticed The procedure 
under Chapter IV of the Indian Forest Act, wherebj forests are declared 
to be protected, has been in certain cases regarded by the Government of 
India as a provisional and intermediate procedure designed to afford 
time for consideration and decision with the object of ultimately con 
stituting so much of the area as it is intended to retain, a reserved forest 
under Chapter II, and of relinquishing the remainder altogether. The 
Act provides two distinct procedures By the more strict one under 
Chapter II existing rights may he either settled transferred or comma 
■ted and this procedure will ordinarily be applied to forests of the first 
and second clashes indicated in para 3 of this Resolution By the 
second procedure under Chapter IV rights are recorded and regulated 
and this procedure will often be properly followed wheie the rights to 
•which the area is subject are extensive and tl efore«t is to be managed 
mainly in the inteiests of the local community It will ordinarily* be 
applied to forests of the third and fourth clas e* This second procedure 
may indeed be provisional and introductoiy to reservation under Chap 
ter II, but there is in the 1 orest Act nothing repugnant to givin,, it a 
larger and even a permanent operation As regards Government 
the chief difference between the two procedures is that new rights may 
spring up m a protected but not in a reserved forest, ana that the record. 
o£-nghts framed under Chapter II is conclusive while that framed under 
Chapter IV only carries a presumption of truth It is believed that this 
presumption offers ample security where the object of regulating the rights 
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{Art ele 22 of Code 6 th Edition )

Transfer of appointments from the Imperial to the Provincial 
Forest Service. 


Circular No. 17 P , dated 4lh November 1896. 

Resolution. — I n paragraph 5 of Circular Resolution No. 18 F., 
dated 29lh July 1891, it was remarked as follows:— 

“ There will at present be 163 officers on the Upper Controlling Staff (exclusive of 
officer* on foreign service), and 86 officer* on the Lower Controlling Staff. The 
Tipper Controllm g Staff will be divided into an Imperial and a Provincial Branch. 
At the outset the Upper Controlling Stall will comprise only officers of the Imperial 
Branch, but, as opportunities occur, they will be replaced by officers of the Provincial 
Branch op to a limit of 40 appointments." 

Since the above was written, 17 appointments have been added to 
the Upper Controlling Staff in Burma, of which are ultimately to 
be transferred to the Provincial Service. Thus the 193 appointments 
have become 210, and the 40 appointments 43. Of 3 latter, the ap* 
jj Drma ^ g pomtments mentioned in the margin have

transferred and their distribution, and to lay down the manner in which 
tbeir transfer will be gradually effected. 

2. The appended tables show the Forest rer vices of each province 
or group of provinces as constituted before the transfer is begun 
(Table B) and after the transfer is complete (Table C). 

It will be noticed that the total strength will eventually be reduced 
in the Punjab, and increased m Madras, by the transfer of two Assistant 
Conservatorships from the former to the latter province. This change 
is intended to reduce in some degree the inequalities which will still 
exist in the proportions between Deputy and Assistant Conservators 
in the Imperial Service of the eeveral provinces as finally constituted, 
"Working with such small numbers, it is impossible at present wholly 
to remove such inequalities. The Government of India, however, fully 
recognise their existence, but their effect wiU not become apparent for 
some considerable time; and meanwhile, advantage wi/1 be taken of 
an} increase or re-arrangement of the Forest Staff that may become 
necessary, in order to redne or remove them. The Governor General 1° 
Council will be glad if Local Governments will bear this point m mind 
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* Each Provincial Service will, when the transfer is complete, be in- 
dependent of the Imperial Service in the province concerned, and will 
(except in one point, presently to be noticed, connected with the Bengal, 
Assam and North-TV esteru Provinces services) be self-sufficing and 
self-contained. For every new post added to the Provincial Service, an 
appointment of corresponding cla's and grade in the Imperial Service 
mast simultaneously be abolished, viz., an Assistant Conservatorship, 
2nd grade, for on Extra-Assistant Conservatorship, 2nd grade; a 
Deputy Conservatorship, 4th grade, for an Extra-Deputy Conservator- 
ship, 4th grade , and so on. 

3 The appended Table D shows the grading and distribution of the 
appointments that aTe to be transferred The transfer will ordinarily 
be made as follows — The anneal recruitment from England has been 
cut down so as to suit the reduced Imperial cadre, and so adjusted that 
each year the number o£ recruits who will arrive from England will be 
fewer by two than the number which would be required to maintain 
the cadre at its present strength.

6 Promotions from Extra- Assistant Conservator to Extra Deputy 
Conservator will mainly depend on the qualifications of officers and 
the practical efficiency shown bv them in the discharge of their duties , 
and though the position attained by seniority on the list of Extra- 
Assistant Conservators will be taken into consideration, such promotion 
cannot be given or claimed on grounds of seniority alone, and Local 
Governments may promote a meritorious officer of a lower grade to an 
Extra Deputy Conservatorship which may have become vacant Ap- 
pointments to and promotion in the grades of Extra Depnty Con- 
servators wiil also in all cases be dependent on fitness, and m any case 
when a competent Provincial officer is not forthcoming for a vacancy 
in tho e grades, an Imperial officer may be appointed to bold it 
temporarily on the pay of the corresponding Imperial grade until a 
fit officer is available on the Provincial list But subject to this con- 
dition all vacancies on the Provincial list will he Sited np from that 
list, the promotion in it being entirely independent of the Imperial list 
So long as an appointment on the Provincial h*t is temporarily held, 
under the circumstances explained above, by an Imperial officer, a 
temporary transfer to the Provipcial lis f may be made m any lower 
grade for which there is a fit Provincial officer available It will be noticed 
that a part of the improved prospects which the reorganisation was to afford 
to the Provincial Service has already been enjoyed by that sen ice for some 
years past the pay of certain Extra Assistant Conservatorships having been 
raised to R800 and S350 per mensem The Extra Ae«istant Conservator- 
ships which will now be transferred in the first instance, will be of the 
BSOO grade as already explained , bnt tbe existing Extra Assistant 
Conservatorships m tl e B350 grade will of coarse rank as senior to them 

7 "With reference to the exception mentioned in paragraph 2 of 
this Resolution, it mast be explained that although a certain number 
of Extra-Deputy Conservators have been allotted to the Lower Provinces 
of Bengal, io Assam, and to the North-Western Provinces and Oudh 
respectively yet it is impossible to arrange that every grade of that 
class should b° represented i » each of the three Provincial Services It 
is, therefore necessary for the present to unite the«e services for the 
purpose of promotion in tl e grades of Extra Deputy Conservator 

One Extra Depnty Conservator of the 3rd and one of the 4th grade 
have therefore been allotted to Bengal and As am joiutlv, and one of the 
2nd and one of the 1st grade to the three services jointly Of these

32 All sa1ane«, annuities, pensions, bonuses, and gratuities, falling 
due and alter the 1st April 1886 are liable to Income Tax 

J The salaries of officers serving outside of British India whose services have 
been lent to, ond whose talinei are paid by Native States are not liable to Income 
Tax

33 For Income Tax purpose, salary includes allowances, fees, com 
mission, and perquisites or profits received, in lieu of or in addition to 
a fixed salary, in respect of an office oremplo)ment of profit. It does 
not include the following —

4 Somptnary , 

5 Any allowance granted to meet specific expenditure such as home 

rent, compensation for dearness of provisions

\oib 1 —Local and Exchange compensation allowance are subject to the tax

Notb 2— Rewards for passing examinations are taxable nnder Part IV of

(a) the total amounts deducted under (1), (2), and (S) do uot 
exceed one-sixth of the salary for the year, 

(}) the claim to exemption, on account of premium paid to an 
Insurance Company, etc , is made within six months from

Noth 1 —If a life insurance premium is payable in sterling, the amount to be 
deducted from the gross salary etc , is the actual cost of remittance as stated by the 
Bssessee or if the assesses is unable to state Buch actual cost, the equivalent in rupees 
of the sidling payment calculated at the official rate of exchange for the year in 
wbi h the deduction is made 

Preminm paid by an officer while on leave or deputation out of India whose 
allowances are disbursed from the Home or a Colonial Treasury cannot be taken into 
account for the purpose of allowing an abatement of Income Tax 

2 The amount of premium paid to a L fe Insurance Company should be deducted 
in one sum from the salary bill to which the receipt for the premium is attached 
before the calculation for the Income Tax is made 

3 Income Tax is not to be deducted from advances of pay made under & rticle 
1S7 clauses (a) and (5) of this Code and under Article 61 of the Civil Service 
Begulat on«, the deductions being made from the gross amount of the salary bills 
from which the advances are recovered by instalment" 

4 Advances made to officers proceeding on leave or duly ou* of British Ind a 
are liable to Income Tax which shoutd be deducted in each c»'e when the advance 
is made 

5 W1 en advances of pay or leave allowance fer a period extending beyond the 
date of tte officer s retorn to India are made iu England, Income Tax should he 
charged on the full amount of .salary from the dale of return to India without abate 
meat for advance 

35 A deduction made from the amount of salary, pennon, or annuity 
liable to assessment, on account of payment made to a Life Insurance 
Company or to a Family Pension Fond (if the payment is made 
otherwise than by deduction from salary) must be supported eithei — ■ 

(1) by the original receipt of the Insurance Company , or 

(2) (in the case of a deduction claimed by servant of the Govern- 

ment or of a lcval authority) by a copy of the same, 
presented along with the original to the officer who pays 
the salary, and attested by that officer, who should, after 
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6ucb attestation, return the original with a note endorsed 
upon it that it ha9 been produced and allowed for, the 
copy being attached to the bill sent with the list of 
payments ; or 

(3) by a duplicate receipt or certificate of payment given by the 
Insurance Company. 

In ca'es (1) and (3) the receipt or certificate should be forwarded 
with the bill to the Account Office, whence it will le returned as soon 
as the fact of payment is admitted id due course of audit. 

TVhere the Forest Officer is satisfied that none of the above prescribed 
documents can he produced without an amount of delay, expense or 
inconvenience, winch, under the circumstances of the case, would be 
unreasonable, he may accept 6uch other proof of payment of the premium 
as he may deem sufficient. He must, howevei, in ail cases receive and 
adjudicate the claims to the remissions in sufficient time to prevent the 
payment of hills being postponed pending the adjudication 

36. If the salary, annuity, or pension amounts to SI66-10-8per 
mensem, the amount recoverable is five pies in the rupee, or, if less tbau 
the above, but not less than Eb3*5*-i per mensem, the late is four pies 
in the rupee The amount due on a fraction of a rupee should be 
neglected. Thus the tax to be realized on a monthly salary of HI 66*10*8 
is H 4-5*2 only The tar is calculated in accordance with the table 
printed as Appendix B. 

Notb (1) —In the case of Military Hospital Assistants lent for Civil duty, no 
Income Tax should be lened if the emoluments drawn in the Civil Department are 
no higher than those the Hospital Assistants were drawing when in Military employ.

Government of India, Financial Depaitmei t. Nos 2tl8 Ex dated 26th 
May 1899, and 8457 dated Sl6t July 1899 As tegaids official eligibility, 
the concession is limited to tho e offices in which European qualifications 
aie held to be indispensable, or to semces and departments in whicn a 
proportion of Euiopeans is held to be luoispensable the allowance is 
admissible only to officeis who me appointed as Europeans and m the 
case of the services and depaitments alluded to only to thoseofficers who 
are appointed for the purpose of maintaining the requisite pioportioo of 
Europeans, The Goveinmert of India alone can deteumae which are 
the offices, services and departments in which European qualifications or 
a proportion of Euiopeans a re deemed to be mdispensiule The question 
whether any officer is appointed because he is a Emopean, and for the 
purpose of maintaining the proportion of Europeans is one for the 
decision of the Government by or under which the appointment is 
made. 

Note 1 —Alt European officers appointed in L i gland maybe attainted to the 
allowance and Euras ana so appointed maybe treated as Europeans if they are not 
statutory Natives In dealing with the oase of Eurasian ofikds appointed in Engl ad 
the initial presumption will be that they are entitled to Exchange Compensation 
Allows te, and the allowance should only he withheld from such an officer when it seem# 
clear that hw circumstances are such as to make h m a statutory Native

allowance 

4 IB (1) Further ordeis of the Government of India have beeu 
issued iu Financial Department Resolution No 4847 Ex, dated 5th 
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November 1898, and No 2556 Ex , dated 5th June 1899, describing the 
appointments by virtue of which an officer appointed in India becom°s 
entitled to Exchange Compensation Allowance if not otherwise dis- 
entitled to it The«e orders do not therefore render a person appointed in

136 Advances to public officers for house building are regulated by 
rules laid down in Government of India Financial Resolution No A — 
2721, dated 80th June 1892

ments and Administrations to officers who desire to 
build houses, for occupation by themselves at places 
where no houses axe available or where house rent is 
exceptionally high 

II — AU such advances must be bona fidi required for the purpose of 

building suitable bouses for the personal residence of the 
officeis concerned , and if more is advanced than «hall be 
actually expended for the purjo e the «urpl-»s shall be 
refunded to Government 

III — The advances may be made iu instalments when considered 
desirable, and when so made, repayment shall commence 
from the fourth issue of pay after the first instalment is 
taken , but when the advance i» taken in one instalment, 
repayment shall commence with the second is«ue of pay 
The repavment of the whole advance shall inbothca°es 
be completed in two jear«

“ India— General ” Estimates. 


■Resolution o! the Government of India, Finance Department Accounts and Financ , 
Eetimates and Accounts, No 6027 A dated Simla the 9th September 1905 
The Government of India have had under consideration the ques- 
tion of the preparation and submission of, and the method of dealing 
with, the Budget Estimates known as the 1 India ” Estimates, being 
those of the minor provinces, aud the Departments and officers directly 
under the Government of India The pie ent practice is that the 
various Administrations, Heads of Departments, Residents, Political 
Agents, etc , prepare their Budget Estimates and submit them to the 
Comptroller, India Treasmies, who examines each estimate, makes 
such alterations as aie considered necessary bj him in the light of the 
information available in his office, and submits it to the Department of 
the Government of India concerned That Depaitment, after criticis- 
ing the estimate and the alterations made by the Comptroller, India 
Treasuries, either passes it on to the Finance Department, or sends it 
back to the Comptroller India Ireasunes with its remark', for submis- 
sion to the Finance Department. The latter Department then examines 
the estimate and passes Orders on it 

2. This procedure involves the examination of a uumbei of detailed, 
and often, petty, Budget Estimates, not onlj m the office of the 
Comptroller, India Treasuries, but m two Departments of the Govern- 
ment of India, and entails, in the Fmance Department, an expenditure 
of labour which is incommensurate with the results obtained. The 
Government of India have therefore decided to lay down the following 
revised procedure for the future — 

(1) All officers who sobnut Budget Estimates to the Comptroller, 
India Treasuries, must follow the provisions of Article 
155 {g) of the Civil Account Code, and 'hould include 
m their Budget Estimates only those items for which 
specific sanction or authority exists on the date of sub- 
mission of the estimate Such officers will submit a 
duplicate copy of the Budget Lstimate to the adminis- 
trative Department of Government to which they are 
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subordinate If there are any items of expenditure 
which, though not sanctioned, have been already pro 
posed, or which are likely to be sanctioned and for which 
provision is considered necessary, these should be included 
in a separate statement which should be submitted with 
the duplicate copy of the Budget Estimate to the 
administrative Department concerned In the case of 
normal growth of expenditure on items already sanctioned, 
previous sanction or inclusion m the separate list will 
not be required, but in case any large increase is proposed, 
it should be included in tbe statement A copy of the 
statement should also be sent to the Comptroller, India 
Treasuries, with the Budget Estimate 

(2) The administrative Department concerned, will, on receipt of 
this statement, give it the earliest possible consideration, 
and if it desires to include any item m the Budget Esii 
mate (but not otherwise) it will refer the matter to the 
Finance Department with a .definite recommendation as to 
the items and amounts which it considers shoxdlhe included 
The Finance Department will, after examining the recom- 
mendation, communicate its orders direct to tbe Comp 
troller, India Treasuries, and will also inform the Depart- 
ment concerned 

(5) Each administrative Department may, if it prefers, send one 

consolidated statement for all officers under it including 
all special items recommended by 't for entiy in the 
estimates This statement must reach the Finance De 
partment not later than the 7th January in each year 
A supplementary statement may, if found absolutely 
necessary, be submitted, but this must reach the Finance 
Department not later than the 7 th February 

( 4 ) In dealing with the estimates, the Comptroller, India Trea 
=unes, will observe tbe provisions o£ Article 155— specially 
155 (p) — of the Civil Account Code, and will strike out 
provision for all unsanctioned and unauthorised items 
save as regards any new item or items specially authorised 
by the Finance Department in accordance with para 
2 (2) He will furnish the administrative Department 
concerned with a statement showing m fu" detail the 
alterations made by him 

(o) The Comptroller, India Treasuries, -will also make such 
changes as may be necessary « ith reference to ms audit 
register and past actuals such changes wil] be final and 
should not be challenged by any Dep ar tm eri t. 

(6) Except in the case of the Mints, Baluchistan and the Survey 

of India Department, the Budget Estimates for which, 
will continue to be submitted to tbe Government of India 
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as at present, the submission of the detailed estimates by 
the Comptroller, India Treasuries, to the Finance or any 
other Department will, under the piocedure above de- 
scribed, be unnecessary It vail suffice for bun to submit 
consolidated estimates as indicated below The Forest 
estimates of the provinces under “ India ” will be dealt 
with in the same way as the other estimates 

(7) The Comptroller, India Treasuries, at present submits only 

two editions of his estimates, while Accountants General 
submit three editions, t it , the first edition by tbe 20th 
January, the second by the 13th February, and the last 
edition on or about the 10th of March The Govern- 
ment of India have now decided that the Comptroller, 
India Treasuries, shall in future submit three editions on 
the dates prescribed for Accountants General, the con- 
solidated “India” Estimates being submitted to the 
Finance Department with tbe first edition of the Budget 
notes on the 20th Januarj . 

(8) In order to enable the Comptroller, India Treasuries, to 

submit his consolidated Budget Estimate with the first 
edition of the Budget notes on 20th January, all officers 
should submit their Budget Estimates m time to reach 
him not later than the 81st October , except m the cases 
mentioned in the appended list, where the dates may be 
as specified therein against each 

3 In prescribing these rules the Government of India desire to 
draw special attention to two points They have observed that officers 
in preparing their estimates frequently lose sight of the provisions of 
Article 155 ($) of the Civil Account Code and budget for various items 
of un c anctioned and unauthorised expenditure — a practice which adds 
greatly to the labour of examining the Budget Estimates. It will be 
seen from para 2 (4) that the Comptroller, India Treasuries, has 
been authorised to strike out provmou for all unsancftoned items save 
such as' have been specially authorised for inclusion by the Finance 
Department If spending officers are careful lo obtain tbe necessary 
sanction to new expenditure some time before tbe preparation of the 
Budget, this will not only save them from the disappointment which 
tbe excision of snch items may cau=e, bnt will at tbe same time con- 
siderably lighten the task of scrntmismg the estimates 

4 The other point on which the Government of India would lay 
special emphasis is the observance of punctuality in the submission, of 
estimates It should be borne zn mind that the Government of India 
have to present the Imperial Budget on a fixed day and that default on 
the part of any of the estimating officers to submit their Budgets on due 
dates imposes a. severe strain on all concerned in the final consolidation 
of the estimates The Government of India therefore desire to impress 
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upon all officers anti departments concerned the necessity of submitting 
their estimates to the Comptroller, India Treasuries, not later than the 
dates now prescubed
